A ustin, March 12th.—There has been 
some trouble here among the Union and non­ 
union miners at the Starr and Grove mine, 
near Lewis, twelve miles from Battle Mount­ 
ain. 
It appears that the mine managers no­ 
tified their employes that after February 1st 
wages would be S3 per day. 
The men had 
been getting S3 50. 
On February 1st, 27 
men, members of the Miners’ Union, struck 
for $4. 
Since then the Miners’ Union has 
refused to let outsiders work. 
Last Wednes­ 
day, 35 men, non-Unioniste, started to the 
mine to work. 
They were met by the Min­ 
ers’ Union, who drove the constable and the 
crowd back. 
Afterward, the Union men 
came to the mill and several were shot. 
In 
the row there, also, one man on the other side 
was shot. 
The three injured men are Tom 
Beasley, shot in the leg ; Matt. Coyne, shot 
in the arm ; and Bill Edwards, fatally shot 
through the body. 
A ustin, March 
12th — Evening. — The 
trouble between the Starr k Grove Company 
and miners at Lewis is all over, for the pres­ 
ent at least. 
The Superintendent put the 
miners to work yesterday at 34 per day, the 
wages claimed by the Miners’ Union. 
Some­ 
thing over 200 miners left Austin yesterday, 
on the Nevada Central, for Lewi* but before 
reaching that place the Superintendent had 
started for San Francisco, leaving orders for 
the men to go to work at the wages claimed. 
The Austin miners returned home on this 
evening’s train.

P o r t l a n d , March 12th.—To-day Judge 
Boise, of the Third Judicial District of Ore- 
{gnn, rendered a decision at Salem confirming 
the repoi t of Judge Deady of the United 
States Circuit Court, who was appointed 
referee in three cases of the State vs. the late 
Board of School Land Commissioners, for 
alleged dishonest official conduct in the man­ 
agement of public lands and funds. 
The mo­ 
tion to confirm the reports of said referee in 
the two suits against ex-Secretary of State S. 
F. Chadwick was also allowed. 
This will 
settle the cases, and proceedings will proba­ 
bly be instituted at once against the several 
bondsmen.

It is alleged that

jaw, cutting through the flesh audbone of the 
nose, near the upper part, inflicting a fearful 
cut just under the eyebrow, and one over, 
while one piece of the upper lip was cut clean 
out, and another piece left hanging, as if 
ready to drop. 
It is thought the injured man 
may recover, b u t he will be fearfully dis­ 
figured for life. 
On Thorsday two young men, Robertson 
and Haynes, accidentally found a cabin about 
two and a half miles up the H all gulch from 
Moscow mill in Wasco county, and in it they 
discovered a man wrapped up iu a blanket. 
He was unable to Bay anything, only. “ I am 
most dead.” Every available surface within 
his reach was written over by charcoa'. 
The 
writing proved to be his will. 
Assistance 
was obtained and the man moved, when it 
was discovered that three weeks previous he 
bad ruptured himself while lifting, and as his 
work was near his cabin he managed to reach 
it. 
He had plenty of provisions in the cabin 
but was unable to get to them, and from the 
time of the accident until found his sole diet 
consisted of sugar and coffee. 
H is name was 
Chris Hallman. 
After removal he survived 
only a short time.

G. W. Hay, a blacksmith of this city, was 
canght under a heavy bar of iron this after­ 
noon, and very dangerously injured 
The 
bar struck him on the Bide of neck, fractur­ 
ing the collar bone and seriously injuring kin. 
internally. 
The physicians think he cannot 
survive his injuries. 
Yesterday a son of B. F. Boydstou, living 
near Independence, Polkoounty, was severely- 
kicked by a horse which he was driving. The 
boy was on horseback, driving some loose 
horses, when ene of them playfully kicked 
hitting the youth on the left side of the 
mouth, knocking a number of teeth loose and 
cutting a painful gash in the cheek, enlarging 
the mouth an inch or more on tl.ai «Do.

P o rtla n d , March 12th.-To-day Judge 
Boiee, of the Third Judicial District of Ore-

This will 
settle the cases, and proceedings will proba­ 
bly be instituted at once agsinst the several 
bondsmen. 
_N. D’-.kson was arrested to-day. in Yam­ 
hill county, on a ufiarge of forgery committed 
here a few days since.

OSCAR BABCOCK’S STORY. 
A young San Franciscan named Oscar 
Babcock suddenly disappeared several 
months ago, taking with him a large sum 
of money, which we believe was however 
hiskown property. Nothing whatever was 
heard of him until a few days since, when 
he turned up in W j^hington, D. C., with 
a story to the effect that he had been 
drugged, robbed, and transported to that 
distant point. 
Further «tatements con­ 
cerning the affair are to the effect that he was 
entrapped by a party of men who kept him 
under the influence of some mysterious 
drug all the way across the continent, and 
who finally deposited him in an insane 
asylum, whence he has but recently emerged. 
Certainly this is a very extraordinary 
etory, and the public are not to be blamed 
if|thcyr question it# credibility. It is not 
indeed at all a new fcind of story. Within 
the past ten years we have encountered 
probably a couple of score of almost precise­ 
ly similar narratives. 
But wc do not 
remember to have met with a single in­ 
stance in which the alleged facta were sub­ 
stantiated, or the alleged mysterious con­ 
spirators were traced. It must occur to 
most people as very remarkable that 
thieves should think it necessary to in­ 
cur such risks as must accompany the 
transportation of a drugged victim across 
the continent, when they could so easily 
have decamped with their spoils without 
troubling themselves about his subsequent 
fate. The idea of these druggings which 
suspend the reason of the victims for 
several months, moreover, is a remarkable 
one. W hat are the3s drugs ? W here are 
they procured ? W hat chemists or medical 
men are acquainted with their properties? 
Aud yet it is certain that stories almost 
identical in their main features have 
been told 
at intervals 
for several 
years. 
There 
was 
the 
case 
of 
Redpath, the lecture agent, who wandered 
off, and, according to his account, sud­ 
denly found himself in Cuba. The files of 
the newspapers contain dozens of similar 
cases. W hat is the true explanation of 
them ? Are there really gaDgs of Thugs 
among us ? Are people really spirited away 
and drugged into insanity, and put in 
asylums ? Or are men who get into trouble 
through their own fault impelled by some 
mysterious influence to tell alw ays'the 
same kind of story ? There are many 
very bewildering points about this matter, 
whatever theory is adopted, and it would 
be interesting if somebody like Mr. Pink­ 
erton, for instance, would tell the public 
what he knows about the “ trno inward- 
“ ness” of this peouliar class of disap­ 
pearances. 
THE ORGANIZATION OF THE SENATE 
The question of the organization of the 
Senate will be determined to day. 
It has 
afforded material for much conjectural dis­ 
cussion, and nobody appears to know how 
it wiil be arranged. Latterly it has been 
brnited abroad that the Democrats would 
consent to pair four of their number with 
the four absent Republicans, though why 
they should consent to do anythiug of the 
kind is not at all clear. The practice with 
partisans has always been to take advar- 
tage of every opportunity to secure 
power. 
If the Democrats are strong 
enough to organize the Senate in the ab­ 
sence of four Republicans, the natural 
presumption is that they will avail them­ 
selves of their strength. If they do not it 
will be because some compromise has been 
made with them. But as Senator Davis 
has declared his intention to stay with the 
Democrats in this matter of organization, 
and as Mahone’s position is as complete a 
mystery as ever, we do not see where the 
Republicans are to obtain the votes which 
it was yesterday reported that they relied 
upon. The Democrats, in fact, appear to 
be masters of the situation at present. No 
doubt they may surrender their advantages 
if they choose to do so, aud if the Republi­ 
cans organize the Senate such a surrender 
will have been made. Democrats as a rule, 
however, do not deal much in this kind of 
business, and if they change their tactics 
on the present occasion the presumption 
will be that it has been made worth their 
while in some other way. The Republican 
prognostications of success may be borne 
out; but so far as a superficial view goes, 
there is certainly very little to, justify 
them, and their fulfillment, therefore, 
would be an agreeable disappointment. 


It is clear enough that the Governor 
will have to call an extra session of the 
Legislature, and those journals which are 
trying to make it appear that there is no 
necessity for such a step are merely wast­ 
ing their time. The State cannot be gov­ 
erned without funds, and since the regular 
session closed before an appropriation bill 
had been passed, there is no escape from 
the course the Governor is about to take, 
though no doubt much against his will. 
As to the comments of some of our con­ 
temporaries on the causes which brought 
about the present state of affairs, they are 
anything but intelligent or just, Tnus 
the Bulletin says of the Legislature that 
“ it refused to release the grip which some 
“ swamp land speculators have on the 
“ State treasury, under pretense of look- 
“ ing after mining debris.” The Bulletin 
makes some pretensions towards candor 
and enlightenment, but it is a safe asser­ 
tion that no irresponsible cross - roads 
country paper could have more recklessly 
and 
persistently 
misrepresented 
the 
debris question than it has done. The 
truth is that all the trouble in regard to 
that question grew out of the demagogism 
of members who chose to imagine that they 
were sent to the Legislature as deputiee, 
and not as representatives, and that they 
were bound to vote in accordance with the 
ignorant prejudices of their constituents. 
Journals like the Bulletin, instead of venti­ 
lating the question fully, and endeavor­ 
ing to view it from the broadest stand­ 
point, preferred to confirm and strengthen 
the ignorant prejudice which they found 
in existence, and encouraged the public 
to believe that the men they had elected 
ought not to think for themselves, or to 
take advantage of any fresh information 
they might obtain upon this or other im­ 
portant issues. Had these members been 
made to understand that the American 
system of government is representative 
and not deputative, it w'ould have been 
impossible for them to shut their eyes to 
the facts which were placed before them, 
and the attem pt to repeal the debris hill 
would have been disposed of in a few 
days instead of occupying so large a pro­ 
portion of the session. The end finally 
reached was the only one which the 
facts of the case justified, but it ought not 
to have been necessary to make a fight 
over the question at all, and it would not 
have been had the journals which are now 
bewailing the necessity of an extra session 
done their duty. 
. 
On one point, however, the Bulletin is 
right. It observes that under the new 
Constitution the Legislature has it in its 
power to force the Governor to call an 
extra session at any time, by refusing to 
pass the appropriation bill. This is true, 
and the Record-U nion has pointed out 
the danger frequently. The way to avoid 
it, however, is not by refusing to call extra 
sessions when they are rendered absolutely 
necessary, but by amending the Constitu­ 
tion in such a manner that the Legislature 
will be deprived of this dangerous leverage 
upon the Executive. If, for example, an 
amendment was adopted to the effect that 
the Governor shall at every session, jointly 
with the heads of departments, prepare a 
list of necessary appropriations and submit 
it to'the Legislature soon after the be­ 
ginning of the session ; and that if the 
Legislature fails to pass such appropriations 
'a t ii3 regular session, the Governor shall 
be empowered to sign this hill, and it shall 
then be valid and effective in all respects 
as though it had passed the Legislature— 
it is evident that it would no longer be pos­ 
sible for the Legislature to force an extra 
session, and it is almost certain that it 
would never give the Governor an oppor­ 
tunity to exercise his prerogative. In this 
way, or in some such way, the teeth of the 
Legislature could be drawn, but so long as 
the Constitution remains unamended there 
will be no protection for the people against 
such situations as the present. 
Wo presume that the purpose of the 
Governor to restrict the work of the extra 
session as much as possible may be taken 
for granted. It is equally certain that the 
majority of the Legislature desire to get 
through the remaining legislation with as 
little delay as may he. The idea that be­ 
cause the Executive cannot limit the dura­ 
tion of the extra session, therefore it will 
be protracted indefinitely, is unreasonable. 
.Members are not altogether destitute of 
commonsense. Most of them have political 
aspirations, and do not desire to destroy 
their prospects by an audacious disregard 
of public opinion. The Governor has, we 
believe, no disposition to afford them much 
opportunity for lengthy sittings. 
He is 
understood to have resolved that nothing 
but absolutely necessary subjects shall be 
named in his proclamation, and if he 
carries 
ont that 
resolution he will 
name but three questions, namely, appro­ 
priations, tax levy, and apportionment. 
The latter measure might perhaps be 
omitted without injury to the common­ 
wealth, but party influence appears too 
powerful to be resisted, and party influ­ 
ence demands its consideration at this 
time. Even with apportionment to dis­ 
pose of the extra eession need not occupy 
more than twenty days at the outside, 
and possibly it will be concluded in a 
shorter period. Seeing that it cannot be 
avoided, however, and that it has been 
necessitated mainly through ignorance of 
the true relations of representatives to 
their constituents, the journals which are 
responsible largely for the continuanoe of 
this ignorance onght not to seek to 
embarrass the situation still further by 
captious criticism and misrepresentation of 
the facts. 
THE PEACERVILLB RAILROAD COMPANY. 
When the railroad between Folsom and 
Shingle Springs was placed in the hands of 
a receiver recently, owing to that extraor­ 
dinary judicial order which compelled the 
owners of the road to choose between depos­ 
iting nearly $100,000 as security for an al­ 
leged claim amounting to some $10,000 and 
interest, and the abandonment of their 
property, it was stated, on the part of the 
parties of the other part, that an effort 
would be made to operate this piece of 
road.. So far as is known however nothing 
has yet been done in this direction, and the 
population of the country through which 
the line passes have been forced to submit 
to very great inconvenience and injury in 
consequence of the cessation of operation. 
This is in many respects a very extra­ 
ordinary case. The action of the Court 
requiring the proprietors of the 
road to deposit a sum so enormously 
in excess of any admitted claim against the 
property, is one of those legal mysteries 
which so frequently baffle and perplex the 
uninitiated. It would almost seem that there 
had been a desire somewhere to compel the 
suspension of the road, thongh it is diffi­ 
cult to perceive what possible object this 
could serve beyond the injury of the pub­ 
lic depending upon it for transportation. 
Certainly a Court ought to possess very 
strong and sound reasons for making an or­ 
der which presented such alternatives as 
we have indicated. These reasons may ex­ 


ist in the present case, hut most assuredly 
they have not been made public, nor do 
they lie on the surface. The convenience 
and well-being of the public ought, it 
might be supposed, to constitute a check 
upon hasty action in so important a case, 
but there is nothing to show that the 
Court took the possible consequences 
of its extraordinary order into its 
consideration 
for 
a 
moment. 
Nor 
does it now look as though any effort would 
be made by the receiver to operate the road 
from Folsom to Sbingle Springs. The only 
effect of the order of the Court so far has 
been to injure the public. It has nit cer­ 
tainly produced any benefit to the parties 
of either part. There the road lies, idle 
and useless, and there apparently it will 
lie until there is nothing left of it but two 
streaks of rust. The proceedings remind 
one of one of those acts of the old English 
Court of Chancery, by which houses and 
estates were formerly so often tied up and 
rendered useless for years, frequently in­ 
deed until the property decayed aud fell 
into ruin in the hands of the Court. The 
people here are the injured parties, how­ 
ever, and it is a pertinent question why 
their convenience and needs have been so 
wantonly disregarded, and to so little use­ 
ful purp S3 of any kind ?

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 
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The indications are that the long-talked 
of W orld’s Fair, which was to have been 
held at New York, will fall to the ground 
through lack of financial backing. A good 
ileal of discouragement is felt by the pro­ 
jectors, if we are to believe General Grant, 
because the capitalists, and particularly 
the great Eastern railroad companies, have 
not shown enough enthusiasm in the m at­ 
ter. Two of these railroads are expected 
to contribute about a million and a half to 
the project, and they appear to think that 
they might find better investments for 
their funds. Perhaps the anti-monopoly 
crusade which is just now being preached 
bo fiercely in New York, may have cooled 
their ardor in regard to the W orld’s Fair. 
WHAT GERMANY WILL DO. 
The German Government has expressed 
a willingness to send a representative to 
the proposed international monetary con­ 
ference, on condition that she is not to be 
bound by anything the conference, may 
agree upon, and that in fact it is to be 
looked on only as a meeting for discussion 
and for exchange of views. This position of 
course makeB it plain in advance that 
Germany will have nothing to do with a 
bimetallic basis arrangement, and as En­ 
gland has made a similar announcement 
it is rather difficult to perceive the use of 
holding the conference at all. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 
San Jose has a female boodle-ringer. 
The Methodist revival at Colusa contin­ 
ues. 
There has been less snow at Lake Tahoe 
this year than for the past ten winters. 
There were eighteen accessions to the 
Congregational Church of Petaluma last 
Sunday. 
' There were, according to the Health Of­ 
ficer’s report, twenty-six deaths in Oakland 
during the month of February. 
It will cost about 82,500 to fix the Mount 
Hamilton road, between the Junction and 
Bernal Gap, so that it can be used for travel 
this summer. 
The Brooklyn Land aud Building Com­ 
pany of Los Angeles offers to donate a 
suitable sight for the erection of a Normal- 
school building on Brooklyn Hights. 
That excellent newspaper, the Marin 
County Journal, published at San Rafael 
by S. F. Barstow, has entered upon its 
twenty-first year.

A P e r s is te n t L iq u o r S e lle r .—A re­ 
markable case of persistent liquor-selling, 
and fine and sentence under the Vermont 
law. has recently occurred in that State. 
Albert S. Kittredge of Newport was con­ 
victed at the recent term of the Orleans 
County Court, and sentenced to hard labor 
in the State Workhouse for 946 day’s. The 
prisoner is about 35 years of age, and a 
helpless cripple.

While on his way he was no­ 
ticed by one of the Directors of the State 
Prison, who, becoming interested in the 
unfortunate man’s condition, offered to use 
his influence with the Governor to obtain 
for him a pardon if he would promise to 
quit the business of selling rum.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


Washington Voles, from Our Own Corre­ 
spondent. 
W ash in g to n , March 13th.—'The commit­ 
tee appointed by the Republican caucus to 
prepare a list of Senate committees to be 
moved for adoption in lieu of the pending 
Democratic list have nearly completed their 
labors, and will probably be ready to report 
to the caucus to-morrow. The most impor­ 
tant matter still remains unsettled, namely, 
the Chairmanship of the Committee ou 
Finance. Morrill of Vermont, who headed 
the list of Republican members of this com­ 
mittee during the last Congress, will of 
course, according to long established usage, 
be entitled to the Chairmanship if the Re­ 
publicans obtain control, but on account 
of Sherman’s long experience and his 
demonstrated identity as Secretary of the 
Treasury, 
it 
is 
suggested 
that 
he 
should he placed at the head of the Finance 
Committee, just as if he had remained in the 
Senate during the past four years. Senator 
Ferry, Jones of Nevada and Allison are the 
other Republicans who, besides Senator Mor­ 
rill, will he retained on this committee, and 
each one of them would by the rule of seni­ 
ority rank Sherman or any other new mem­ 
ber in its re-organization. Allison, it is un­ 
derstood, is to be made Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations in the event of 
the Republicans gaining control, and other 
important Chairmanships will be assigned as 
follows : Privileges and Elections, Cameron 
of Wisconsin; Commerce, Conkling; Judi­ 
ciary, Edmonds ; Military, Burnside; Naval, 
Anthony : Postoffices, Ferry, Public Lands, 
Plumb ; Indian Affairs, Ingalls ; Railroads, 
Dawes; Territories, Saunders ; Mines and 
Mining, Hall of Colorado. Conkling is the 
only Republican member now left of the 
former Committee on Foreign Relations, but 
as the Chairman of this committee is neces­ 
sarily brought into relations with the Secre­ 
tary of State, it is believed that he will 
prefer to resume his old position on the Com­ 
merce Committee. It is thought probable 
that the Republicans will give the Democrats 
a greater Dumber of committees than is 
usually awarded to the minority, some of the 
Republicans being in favor of allowing them 
at least tec of the less important ones instead 
of the usual three. 
An examination of laws enacted at the last 
session of Congress, exclusive of the annual 
appropriation bills, discloses the following 
as those which may be classified inore'or less 
distinctively as “ Pacific coast measures.” 
An Act for the relief of settlers on restored 
railroad lands, allowing them the right to 
purchase 160 acres each at 52 50 per acre. 
(This was designed especially to meet the 
case of about 1,000 square miles of restored 
lauds iu Washington Territory). An Act to 
restore to the public domain the Fort Crook 
and Fort Redding military reservations. An 
Act granting lands to Idaho, Montana, Da­ 
kota, Wyoming and Arizona Territories for 
University purposes, namely : Seventy-two 
entire sections for each Territory, the lauds 
to be selected immediately, under the direc­ 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior. An Act 
to provide for the erection of a Peniten­ 
tiary in Dakota. An Act fixing the duration 
of terms of Territorial Assemblies. An Act 
to arneud the law relative to securing and 
forfeiture of vessels for a breach of the rev­ 
enue laws. The passage of this Act was pro­ 
cured mainly by the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company. It provides that no vessel used by 
any pej-son or association as common carriers 
shall be subject to forfeiture under title 34 of 
the Revised Statues, unless it shall appear 
that the owner or masteruf such vessel at the 
time of the alleged illegal act was a company 
party, or privy to it. An Act to amend Sec­ 
tion 3524 of the Revised Statutes so as to au­ 
thorize a charge to he made for melting or 
refining bullion, when at or above the stand­ 
ard. The amount of charge is left to the 
discretion of the Director of the Mint and 
Secretary of the Treasury.

O m aha, March 13th.—The water in all 
places that have been flooded about the 
Union Pacific track between Omaha and 
North Platte has not gone down any, and at 
some places it is a little higher to-day, with 
no immediate prospects of subsiding. The 
passenger and mail, baggage and express 
matter of Friday’s delayed east-bound ex­ 
press train, which was laid up at Schuyler, 
were brought into Omaha this afternoon on a 
stub train, a transfer having been made 
around the most extensive body of water by 
means of wagons and omnibuses from Fre­ 
mont. To-day’s west-bound express, which 
left here on time, is being transferred in the 
same way. Saturday’s delayed east-bound 
express, passengers, baggage, etc., will be 
transferred this evening and he brought into 
Omaha, and the passengers due here to-day 
will probably arrive some time to-morrow. 
Friday’s west-bound express reached North 
Platte to-day, and will have no more trouble 
on its way westward from water. It is quite 
likely that the transfer with wagons three 
miles west of Fremont will have to be kept 
up several days. Loup river, which empties 
into Platte river near Columbus, is breaking 
up the ice, and is rising fast. Trouble is 
feared from this stream. The Missouri river 
has risen about two feet to-day at Omaha, 
the water lifting the ice without breaking it. 
A break up is expected in a day or two. 
The ice is three feet thick. To-day ice was 
cut out around the steam ferry-hoit Irene and 
steamer Lillie and barge. When the ice goes 
out it is expected that a good deal of damage 
will be done here.

fists. When they started out Gilmore was 
handed a pistol by the bar-tender. When 
Simpson saw the pistol in Gilmore’s hand he 
tried to stop the fight, and McBride said he 
had no intention to fight unarmed against 
Gilmore. The latter said he would not let 
his adversary off so, and, leveling the pistol 
over Simpson’s shoulder, sent a ball throngh 
McBride’s temple, killing him instantly. 
Simpeon, the owner of the saloon and the bar­ 
tender were arrested, but Gilmore escaped. 
Government Employe Bobbed. 
C h a tta n o o g a, March 13th.—A. G. Smith, 
receiver of the materials for the Government 
works at the Mussel Shoals canal,was robbed 
by three men of $3,500 on Friday, while go­ 
ing from the bank at Florence, Ala., to the 
chief camp. After taking the money the 
robbers forced Smith to accompany them 


through a dense wood for twenty miles, when 
he made hie way back to camp Saturday.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
Archbishop McCabe'» Lenten Pastoral. 
D ublin, March 13th.—Following is the 
reference to the Land League in Archbishop 
McCabe’s Lenten pastoral: “ Let ncbody 
accuse us of want of sympathy with the 
great question of justice which now appeals 
to Parliament for settlement. The cause is 
just and holy, and carries with it the bless­ 
ings of religion. Among the terrible mis­ 
takes made formerly by the rulers of this 
unhappy land, there is none perhaps which 
will exceed in folly that which will be now 
committed if the vital question of tenure of 
land holdings is not settled now and forever, 
on just principles to all. So convinced are 
we that a full and honest settlement of this 
angry controversy is essential to the temporal 
happiness and moral and religious interests 
of our countrymen, that if the sacrifice 
of our 
blood 
could 
lead 
to 
the 
consummation of this grand act of justice, 
we would make that sacrifice. 
Whilst 
we bless the end now aimed at, we must 
again proclaim that some of the means em­ 
ployed in the struggle cannot receive the 
sanction of religion. The modesty of her 
daughters was the ancient-glory of Ireland ; 
but all this is now to be abandoned, and our 
daughters are summonsd, under the flimsy 
pretext of charity, to take their stand in the 
noisy arena of public life. The pretext of 
charity is merely assumed, for already we 
have holy associations of men and women 
who do works of mercy for the poor and 
afflicted, and even the harsh laws now com­ 
ing in force have mercifully provided for the 
families of those falling under their power.” 
Collision at Bea—Steamer Foundered. 
P lym outh, March 13th. — The steamer 
Benin, in a collision with the steamer Duke 
of Buccleuch yesterday, foundered twenty- 
five miles southeast of Start Point. The 
Benin was from Morivonia via Havre, where 
she landed the mails, passengers and part of 
her cargo.

The Emperor of Russia Falls a 
Victim to the Nihilists. 


THE CLIFFED HORSE. 
He was attached to a cutter and hitched 
to a post in front of the City Hall, and 
after giving himself a shake to clear off the 
snow, he said : 
“ Yes, I ’m one of the clipped horses. 
It’s warm enough to-day, but I ’ve been in 
a constant shiver ever since winter set in. 
Just you take off your clothing down to 
your shirt and face the rigors of winter, 
and see how you would feel over it.” 
“ But why did they clip you?” 
"U nder the idea that I would trot 
faster, and because my owner was too lazy 
to care for me when I came in wet. He 
don’t care for my comfort at all, but looked 
entirely at his own.” 
“ And do you trot any faster?” 
“ Not a bit. Can a shivering man run 
faster than a warm one ? I am stiff and 
sore, my nose runs, my eyes are weak and 
I have stdl further cause for complaint.” 
“ In w hat?” 
“ Come over on the avenue this after­ 
noon and see how I am UEed. Nature gave 
me a fdir gait. My owner goes to work 
and puts weights and boots and straps on 
me, bits my head up, clips me, and tries to 
do what Nature couldu’t do—make me a 
fast horse. The weight gives me an awk­ 
ward gait, the check makes my neck ache, 
and the cold wind prevents my blood from 
circulating. That isn’t all.” 
“ Well ?” 
“ I’m expected to get right down and 
pass everything on the road. I’m raced 
up aud down till I'm out of breath, and 
then sent flying to beat a fresh horse. 
You’ve seen me go? I do my best, of 
course, but when I’m out of breath I’ve 
got to change my gait. The instant I 
strike a gallop my head is twitched thiB 
wav and that, my mouth lacerated, and 
ten to one I get a dose of the whip, and 
hear my driver say : ‘ Consarn ’or ! if she 
don’t stay down I’ll cut her to pieces !’ ” 
“ That isn’t right.” 
“ R ight! W hy the law ought to make 
it grievously wrong ! I can trot as honest 
as a dollar in three minutes, hut because I 
can do this I am matched against horses 
which can do ten seconds better. Not only 
that, but I am lashed and ill-used because 
I can’t heat them. If any owner was to 
run a foot-race, would he fasten half-pound 
weights to the toes of his boots ? Would 
he wear knee-parls ? Would he have his 
head pulled back on his shoulders ? And 
then, if he got beaten, would he submit to 
a thrashing? I tell you it’s wrong.” 
“ Yes.” 
“ And I don't always get a fair show. 
Other horses get a long start, or I have to 
travel in the snow, or we meet with an ob­ 
struction. My owner never makes any al­ 
lowance for those things. I am expected 
to rush to the front and hold the place, 
and if a faster horse outfoots me, down 
comes the whip, and the driver growls : 
1 Take th a t! and th a t! and I’ll sell you 
for a cen t!’ ” 
“ And what can you do ?” 
“ Only one thing, 
I believe I ’ll run 
away. ” 
“ And go to sea ?” 
“ Not hardly. I ’ll smash the cutter and 
take myself off into the country. I’ll get 
a rest, anyhow, and if I am picked up for 
an cstray and not reclaimed I’ll fall into 
some farmer’s hands who'll treat me well 
for what I can fairly do.” 
“ When will you go?” 
“ Now—right off—good-by.” 
A band struck up to furnish a good ex­ 
cuse. One pull broke the strap, a wheel 
and a kick cleared the cutter, and as the 
horre flew up the street everybody yelled : 
“ Stars and garters ! but ain’t that 
clipped horse a clipper ! ”—[M. Quad. 


Tim K oordish W a r. —Oroomiah and 
the American missionaries have been won­ 
derfully spared amid the terrors of the 
Koordish war. 
The latest news is a letter 
in the New Y’ork Erangelist from Mission­ 
ary Sl.edd, dated Oroomiah, Persia, Decem­ 
ber 16th. Dr. Shedd states that the col­ 
lege and Seir were for nearly a month 
within the Koordish lines, and thinks that 
if the siege had continued much longer 
they must all have gone down in the gen­ 
eral ruin. A Persian army of 5,000, under 
Timour Khan, relieved the beleaguered 
place, though the Koords continued their 
camp for several days in the vicinity. Dr. 
Shedd Bays : “ The region around for four 
days’ travel has been made a desert. Sev­ 
eral hundred villages have been burned, 
and thousands of the people killed. But 
the war is over for this season, and the com­ 
mander-in-chief of the Persians will dis­ 
tribute his army along the Turkish frontier 
and be ready to cross swords with the 
Turks if they don’t give satisfaction for 
the injuries done by the Koords.” 


J e w ish C o lo n y in P a le s tin e .—Eighty 
thousand acres of land have been secured 
by the Turkish Government in Palestine, 
between Jerusalem and Jappa, for a col­ 
ony of Jews. It is proposed to open up 
a settlement for the persecuted Israelites 
in Europe, and efforts are making in 
England and in this country to raise 
funds for the project. This is not the 
scheme of Lawrence Oliphant, the wealthy 
Englishman, who once endeavored to found 
an American Utopia on the banks of Lake 
Erie, in this State, where everybody was 
to cultivate his own vine—the grapevine— 
and dwell in simple but speculative inno­ 
cence.

W ash in g to n , March 13th.—The State De­ 
partment i^is received a cablegram announc­ 
ing that a bomb was thrown under the car­ 
riage of the Czar of Russia while on his way 
home from church this morning, and that he 
was killed by the explosion. 
L ondon, March 13th.—A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg to Reuter says : As the Em­ 
peror was returning from a parade in Michael 
Manege about 2 o’clock this afternoon, a 
bomb was thrown which exploded under the 
Czar’s carriage, which was considerably dam­ 
aged. The Czar alighted unhurt, but a sec­ 
ond bomb exploded at his feet, shattering 
both legs below the knee, and inflicting other 
terrible injuries. The Czar was immediately 
conveyed in an unconscious state to the 
Winter Palace, where he died at 4:30 o’clock 
this afternoon. Two persons were concerned 
in the crime, one of whom was seized imme­ 
diately. The explosion also killed an officer 
and two Cossacks. Many policemen and 
other persons were injured.

L ondon, March 13th.—A St. Petersburg 
correspondent says : The Imperial carriage 
was attacked on the Ikat Rinofsky canal, 
opposite the Imperial stables, while the Em­ 
peror was returning with Grand Duke 
Michael from the Michael Palace in a 
closed carriage, Supported by eight Cos­ 
sacks. The first bomb fell near the carriage, 
destroying the back part. The Czar and his 
brother alighted uninjured. The assassin, 
on being seized by the Colonel of Police, 
drew a revolver, but was prevented from 
firing it. A second bomb was then thrown 
by another person, and fell close to the Czar’s 
feet, its explosion shattering both legs. The 
Czar fell, crying fcr help. Colonel Dorjibki, 
though himself much injured, raised the 
Emperor, who was conveyed to the Winter 
Palace in Colonel Dorjibki’s Bleigh. Large 
crowds assembled before the Palace, but 
were kept back by troops of Cossacks. The 
Imperial family were all assembled at the 
death-bed. A Council of State was immedi­ 
ately convened, and all places of public re­ 
sort closed. 
. 
THE CZAR’S INJURIES—EXCITED POPULACE. 
, L ondon, March 13th.—A St. Petersburg 
correspondent telegraphs : The Czar’s right 
leg was nearly torn from his body, and the 
left leg was badly shattered. 
A Cossack and a passer-by were killed on 
the spot. 
Grand Duke Nicholas was wounded. 
An officer of the escort and a Cossack have 
since died. 
The Czar lingered an hour and a half. All 
efforts to rally him failed. The only worrfhe 
uttered after being struck was the name of 
the Czarovitch. The latter on leaving the 
palace after the death of the Czar was hailed 
as Emperor by the crowd He was surrounded, 
contrary to his custom, by a strong mounted 
escort. 
The people are intensely excited and indig­ 
nant. 
The soldiery, who greatly love the 
Czar, are furious. All the officials hastened 
to the palace to inquire as to the condition of 
the Czar. 
Telegrams announcing his death were sent 
to all foreign Courts and to every part of the 
Empire. 
It is stated that the bombs were made of 
thick glass filled with nitro-glycerine. The 
assassins stood on opposite aides of the road. 
The carriage was moving fast, and the first 
shell struck the ground behind it and the 
back of the carriage was blown out. The 
coachman implored the Czar to enter the 
carriage again, but he moved a few paces 
from the vehicle to see the wounded of his 
escort. The assassin who threw the first ball 
tried to point a revolver at the Czar, but the 
pistol was struck from his hand. 
The Czar seemed to recover consciousness 
before death, as he motioned away the 
doctors who wished to amputate his leg. 
The Czarowitch and Czarina drove to the 
palace after his death, to avoid the sympa­ 
thizing cries of the people. 
A company of guards surrounded the 
palace. 
The Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh and 
Grand Duke Alexis have left London for St. 
Petersburg. 
HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED AT WASH­ 
INGTON. 
New York, March 13th.—The Tribune's 
Washington dispatch says : The news of the 
death of the Czar of Rnssia by the explosion 
of an incendiary bomb reached here early in 
the afternoon, and created some excitement 
in the hotel lobbies and among office-seekers. 
The information came in a special cable dis 
patch from Minister Foster at St. Peters­ 
burg to Secretary Blaine, and was by him 
submitted to the President. The records of 
the State Department contain eome very 
earnest expressions of sympathy on the part 
of the Russian Government at the assassina­ 
tion of Abraham Lincoln, and it is a re­ 
markable coincidence that a similar dispatch 
was to-day addei, tendering the sympathy of 
our Government to the Russian Imperial 
family because the chief of the nation had 
fallen by an assassin’s band. The Russian 
Minister called at the residence of Secretary 
Blaine in the afternoon, and received from 
the Secretary hia first information of the 
tragedy. 
WORK OF THE BOMB—THE ASSASSINS. 
St. P etersburg, March 14th—a. m.—The 
doctor’s bulletin, published at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, stated that both legs were 
broken below the knee, the lower part of the 
body severely injured, and the left eye torn 
from its socket. Grand Duke Michael was 
not hurt. The assassins were disguised as 
peasants. One report states that one of 
them was so roughly handled that he has 
since died. All the army officers have been 
ordered to remain in the barracks. Thu 
Council of the Empire, under the presidency 


of the Czarovitch, was still Bitting iT4 ra’^' 
night. A manifesto will be published >Jon 
day. Services will be held at the WinteY 
Palace Monday. Afterward the new Em­ 
peror will receive the homage of the officers 
of the State. When Colonel Dorjibki asked 
the first assassin his name, he replied, Rous- 
eakoff, 
. 
m iscellaneous. 
C ologne, March 13th.—A St. Petersburg 
dispatch says the two assassins of the Czar 
were immediately arrested. The gas lamps 
in the Michael garden beside the canal were 
broken in pieces by the concussion. A cor­ 
don of guards was drawn around the scene of 
the murder. The streets are densely througed 
with excited crowds, and the utmost sym­ 
pathy with the Imperial family is everywhere 
expressed. The bells of the principal churches 
are tolling. 
Rome, March 13th.—In consequence of the 
death of the Czar, Premier Caorili has post­ 
poned his reception until Monday. 
V ienna, March 13th.—Emperor Francis 
Joseph received the first news of the Czar’s 
murder which reached Vienna. He immedi­ 
ately sent messages of condolence to the 
Czarovitch aud Imperial family. 
B e rlin , March 13th.—The news of the 
death of the Czar was a fearful shock to Em­ 
peror William. - 
THE NEWS AT NEW YORK. 
N ew Y o rk , March 13th.—Upon the re­ 
ceipt of the news of the death of the Czar the 
Russian Consul went to Washington. Rev. 
Nickolas Bjewing, head of the Greek Church 
here, said he had a dispatch from Washing­ 
ton stating that for some time past it was 
claimed that they had been doing things in 
Russia in a sort of “ bombshell style.” It 
wa3 hard to tell which way matters would 
go. It was generally believed that the views 
of the Czarovitch were in opposition to his 
father, and it-was a question now whether he 
would now seek tor vengeance for his 
father’s death instead of carrying out his own 
views. He said the general administration 
of late was thought to be aceeptable to the 
Nihilists, but by the death of ('zar the 
various reforms which he had projected were 
cut off, aud it was difficult for any man to 
foretell the future. Father Bjewing greatly 
deplored the death of the Emperor. 
THE ASSASSINATED EMPEROR. 
[Alexander II., surnamed Nicoleavitch 
(i. e., “ son of Nicholas”), Emperor of Rus­ 
sia, the eldest sou of Nicholas I., was born 
on the 29th of April, 1818. His mother, 
Alexandra Feodorovna. was a sister of Fred­ 
erick William IV. of Prussia. He married 
in 1841 á daughter of Louis II., Grand Duke 
of Hesse Darmstadt, who, on joining the 
Greek Church, adopted the name of Marie 
Alexandrovua. Ou the death of Nicholas, 
March 2, 1S55, he ascended the throne, in 
the midst of a war between Russia on one 
side and Franco, England, Turkey and Sar­ 
dinia on the other. He retained in office the 
ministers of his father, and proclaimed his 
intention to pursue the policy of his prede­ 
cessor. The war was prosecuted with vigor 
even after the capture of Sebastopol, Sep­ 
tember, 1855. Conferences for the negotia­ 
tion of peace, opened in Paris in March, 
1856, resulted in a treaty by which neither 
party gained any important advantages. 
After the restoration of peace he ordered 
several reforms in the administration, and 
acquired the reputation of being more 
moderate and liberal than his father. Among 
the imp rtant measures of his reign was the 
gradual emancipation of more than twenty 
millions of serfs, which was decreed iu 
March, 1861. A letter which he addreesed 
to the Government of the United States in 
1861, on the subject of the great rebellion, 
was received as an indication of a most friend­ 
ly feeliDg on the part of Russia toward this 
country, which was doubly welcome on ac­ 
count of the doubtful or hostile attitude as­ 
sumed by some of the leading European 
powers. 
In 1862, the two topics most prominent in 
his reign were ti e condition of Poland and 
the effect of the promised emancipation of 
the serfs. In October, 1861, the celebration 
in the memory of Kosciusko was prevented 
iu Poland, and Warsaw declared in a state of 
siege. Many arrests followed, and many 
Poles were condemned to death. In 1802, 
citizens of Poland, contrary to the custom 
followed in Russia, were seized for the army, 
chiefly from among those who had mani­ 
fested opposition to the Government, and 
this without regard to the limit of military 
age. The liberation of the serfs was to be 
completed by February, 1863, and as these 
persons comjjrised more than half the Euro­ 
pean population of the empire, thesubject was 
a prominent topic of the era, i and the 
feeling was that the step was but pre­ 
liminary to other equally radical changes 
in the political management of the empire. 
Alexander accorded to the students of St. Pe­ 
tersburg, Moscow and Kasau greater liberty 
than was allowed under the despotic rule of 
his father, but as they manifested too great 
freedom of utterance repression was employed 
and conflicts between the students and au­ 
thorities followed, resulting in bloodshed. 
The press demanded relief from censorship, 
and the constitutent assemblies of the eighty- 
eight governments of Russia demanded local 
self-government aud liberty of the press and 
the assembling of the General Assembly, and 
a constitution. The Emperor did not re­ 
spond cordially, but granted otfier reforms, 
as the taking of .judicial power from the po­ 
lice and a delegation of it in civil magistrates 
elected by the people, the abolition of impris­ 
onment for debt for less than $80, examina­ 
tion of all perform arrested within twenty-four 
hours, etc.; relief of the Emperor from exam­ 
ination of crimes against the State religion 
and crimes committed by Government offi­ 
cers, etc. In 1862, the 1.000th anniversary 
of the founding of tbe Empire was celebrated. 
March 3, 1863, the transitory epoch for the 
abolition of serfdom expired, and serfdom 
definitely expired through the empire. The 
event was celebrated with great solemnity. 
The .emancipated serfs proved peaceable, and 
showed that they appreciated the boon of 
liberty. In this year municipal constitutions 
were conceded to the peasants, and the social 
condition of the peasantry improved rapidly. 
The price of laud rose all over the empire. 
Money came out of its hiding places, and 
general prosperity was manifest. 
January, 1863, to April, 1864, the Po­ 
lish

and iu that time 30,000 
insurgents 
were 
killed 
or 
severely 
wounded, 
361 condemned to death and 85,000 trans­ 
potted to Siberia. Liberal measures were 
then introduced for the relief of Poland. 
The Circassian war, which had engaged 
Russia for thirty years, closed in 1S64, 
Schamyl, the warlike chief, being finally de­ 
feated. The pacification of Poland having 
been accomplished Alexander began the con­ 
quest of Turkistan. The years 1863-4 were 
marked by great military successes. In the 
former year the first step was taken toward 
the introduction cf a c institutional form of 
Government, the initial movement being in 
the Grand Duchy of Finland, and tire Czar 
expressed his intention to develop liberal 
institutions in other parts of the em­ 
pire. 
In 
1864 
his 
ukase 
issued 
for the organization of the provincial 
and district representati. n3 of Russia, ex­ 
cepting only Archangel, Astracán and Bessa­ 
rabia. The Courts of justice were reorgan­ 
ized, and a new penri code promulgated. In 
1865 the newly-conquered provinces of Cen­ 
tral Asia were organized into the province of 
Turkistan. In this year tha hereditary 
Grand Duke died, tbe first Provincial Diets 
of the empire convened, amidst much oppo­ 
sition by the Assemblies of Nobles, which 
thought the new movement far too demo­ 
cratic aud as tending to paralyze the influ­ 
ence of the upper clasReB, but the Czar was 
firm, and a bitter feeling pew up between 
the throne and the nobility. In 1865 the 
Czar made great progress in the Central Asia 
campaign. In 1865 he made a great conces­ 
sion to the principle of religions toleration by 
permitting the Livonians and Esthonians to 
bring up their children íd the Ptotestant 
faith. In that year Poland was reorganized, 
tending to a complete Russification of that 
kingdom. Iu 1865 a new law as to the press 
was made, permitting editors to submit to 
censorship or not, but providing that after 
the warning? a paper conld be suspended, 
and on vote of the Senate suppressed ; but in 
Finland publishers had to deposit a heavy 
money guarantee. In 1860 Karakosoff at­ 
tempted to assassinate Alexandar by a pistol 
shot, but a peasant struck up.hk arm, and as 
a reward was made a noble. Trials followed, 
an<l thirty-four persons, compromised by tho 
affair, were found guilty of- high treason. 
Ischutin was convicted as being the founder 
of the Society of Cominuakts in Russia, and 
of having incited Karakosoff to hi* act, rad 
was condemned to death, while fifteen otlmrs 
were sent to Siberia. The Congress of the 
United States voted congratulations to. the 
Czar on his escape, and this created 
in 
Rnssia 
a 
great 
outburst 
of 
friendly 
manifestations 
toward 
the 
United States. The war and progress of 
Russia in Central Asia in 1866 still attracted 
much attention. The city of Tasbkend by 
its own desire became a part of the empire. 
Some serfs still remained “ under obligation ’’ 
in 1866, and to that date 5,810.6U7 had been 
freed. The Russification of Poland was this 
year still more vigorously prosecuted. In 
thi* year the Polish exiles in Siberia organ­ 
ised an insurrection under I>Dmbrowski, but 
the movement was suppressed. In this year 
also the Czar broke off all relations with the 
Church of Rome, and all affairs relating to 


the Baltic provinces was entered upon 
with great vigor, creating much excite­ 
ment throughout Germany. The Czar 
also patronized the Panslavouian raove- 
n. nt, ^ which meant the union of all 
Sla»,11’}811 Populations of Austria and Tur­ 
key w.’to Russia, and out of this crew un­ 
friendly ,’elation* between those countries, and 
Russia at o.lc^ espoused the causeof the Can­ 
dían insurgen.’8.?’1'! Christian provinces gen­ 
erally against Turkey. The Provincial As­ 
semblies this yeai' displeasing the Govern­

as opposed to the (.V'vernment. Prince 
Dadian of Mingrella ceded n '* sovereign right 
to Russia, and the Czar aboli..'hed Bertdom in 
Mingrella. 
Diplomatic interuPurse with 
Rome was this year re-establishe.'!- Rail­ 
ways under the Czar’s rule were rapidly ex­ 
tending in 1867. Iu 1868 a decrre declared 
Poland completely assimilated with Rn=sia, 
and ten governmentsestablished in place (4 the 
former kingdom. The Czar introduced the 
movement which succeeded, to have the 
great nations, by treaty, consent to the non­ 
use of explosive missies in war, on the ground 
that the object of war is to place as many 
men hors’de combat as possible, and not to 
aggravate wounds or give those that entail 
death. In 1868 the Czar went to war with 
the Ameer of Bokhara, resulting in the an­ 
nexation of Samarcand. In 1869 Alexander 
abolished the hereditary character of the 
Russian priesthood, deemed a most impor­ 
tant reform, as the priests and their families 
numbered 700,000. Military service he also 
reduced from seven to five years for all men 
under 20 who entered as volunteers, and 
added a further reduction of one year for 
good conduct. Russia continued to advance 
in Asia, industries were greatly encouraged 
at the game time, railway building pushed 
forward and army efficiency cultivated. 
In March, 1870, Russia had 5,373 miles of 
railway in operation, and in October 303 
miles more. When Alexander came to the 
throne Russia had hut 1,437 miles of railroad. 
February, 1870, Burlingame and the Chinese 
Embassador.* were presented to the Czar, and 
the Rus8o-Chinese boundary question was 
settled and a new commercial treaty for five 
years concluded. Tbe Russification of the 
Baltic provinces was pushed in 1870 to the 
exclusion of the German language. Russifi­ 
cation iu Poland created trouble in 1870. hut 
the Czar’s troops put it down. Rebellion 
broke out also in Kirgheez, and was sup­ 
pressed after severe struggles. . England be­ 
gan in 1870 to look witti doubt upon the 
advance of Alexander iu Central Asia, and 
fears were entertained that he would attempt 
the annexation of the Caspian provinces of 
Persia. 
In the German-French war the 
Czar did not conceal his strong sympathy for 
Germany, and takiDg advantage of the 
tronbles of Franae, demanded a modification 
of the treaty of Paris cf 1856. This compli­ 
cated matters and an Eastern war was 
feaied, but was averted by the convocation 
of a conference at London, and the stipula­ 
tions of the treaty relative to the number of 
ships of war permissible in the Black Sea 
were abrogated. Turkey and Russia became 
friendly in 1871, and the Sultan aud Czar 
exchanged courtesies by conferring on each 
other imperial orders. An imperial ukase 
was issued that all addresses to the Govern­ 
ment from provinces must be in the Russian 
language, and that all decrees and laws, in 
courts and churches, must be in that tongue, 
and that language alone should be used in the 
schools of Poland. From this [joint the chief 
events in the reign of Alexander are familiar 
to our readers, and it is not necessary 
to enter into any detail regarding them, or 
more than barely refer to the late war with 
Turkey, the complications regarding the 
Eastern question, the conferences and stipu­ 
lations of t!"

SATURDAY NIGHTS FIRES. 
CITY AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


NARROW ESCAPE FROM A DISASTROUS 
CONFLAGRATION.

DISBURSEMENTS. 


A t about 8 o’clock last Saturday evening 
the watchman at the box factory of Cooke 
Sc Son, on M street, corner of Front, 
and residents in the vicinity, discovered 
a fire under good headway in the back 
porch of the H otel D ’ltalia, on F ront street, 
between L and M, the flames passing up 
along the south wall of the Sacramento 
Flouring Mills, owned by C. M cCreary & Co. 
A larm s were imm ediately and simultaneously 
turned in from boxes a t Fourth and O and 
Second and M streets. 
The fire companies 
were soon on hand, and also the railroad 
company, as soon as the alarm was given, 
ran down the engine Governor Stanford, 
w ith extra water tank attached, to act as 
a fire engine. 
By 
the 
time the com- 
‘anies had reached there the flames fanned 
y the furious wind th at 
was 
blowing, 
bad enveloped the whole rear portion of the 
hotel building and extended to the box fac­ 
tory of Cooke Sc Son, and the rear portion of 
the building known as H unt’s planing mill, 
which were light wooden structures, and 
filled with <1ry, seasoned lumber, aud light, 
inflammable material.

The hotel buildiag is owned b yR obert A n­ 
derson. 
I t 13 of brick, with;40 feet frontage 
on Front street. 
The north 20 feet was oc­ 
cupied for hotel purposes by G. B. Corrado, 
and the south half was occupied by Cooke & 
Son, the upper floor being used as a residence, 
tho main floor for an office and store-room 
a n i the basement for storage of stock. N ext 
south of this and extending to M street is the 
brick building know as the Pioneer box fac­ 
tory, carried on by Cooke & Son, the build­ 
ing belonging to the estate of Stephen E l­ 
well. 
In the rear of this, fronting 40 feet on 
M street, and extending north past the rear 
of the hotel building to the flouring mill 
of 
McCreary, 
was 
a 
light 
wooden 
building ownerl and used by Cooke & Son in 
their business, in which was stored several 
hundred dollars’ worth of box m aterial which 
had just been pot in. There was also several 
hundred dollars’ worth of machinery in this 
building which was not used by the firm in 
their present business. 
N ext east of this 
building, and fronting on M street, stood the 
H u n t’s planing mill, the m achinery in which 
was owned by George B. Knowles of San 
Francisco, and the building by the Elwell 
estate. 
This reached also back to the flour­ 
ing mill on the north, and to the alley on the 
east, against which were the Sacramento 
Lumber Company’s yards, and also th at of 
N. L Drew, while immediately across the 
str.et, on the south side of M, are the 
yards of the Friend & 
Terry I,umber 
Company. 
A more prolific field of combus­ 
tible m aterial could not have been found in 
the city, and when the fire companies arrived 
the wind, which was blowing a perfect hurri­ 
cane and filling the air w ith clouds of dust 
from the streets, was also fanning and carry­ 
ing the flames like magic through the tinder­ 
like materials which surrounded it upon all 
sides, except the high brick wall of the flour­ 
ing mill on the north and the brick walls sur­ 
rounding the main building of the Pioneer 
Box Factory on the corner. 
Fear was gen­ 
erally entertained th at all the surrounding 
property above described would be burned, 
incurring an exceedingly heavy loss. 
e x tin g u is h in g t h e f i r e . 
The fire companies w ent to work with a 
will under the direction of Chief Sullivan, 
the extra engine being also brought into 
service. The efforts of the city fire companies 
were directed to the south and east sides, 
while iu front was the railroad engine, which 
took position on the side-track nearest the 
burning 
buildings. 
Chief 
K archer took 
charge of the hose from thus, and w ith the aid 
of police officers did excellent execution to­ 
ward helping to subdue the fire and save ad­ 
joining property. 
The portion of the building occupied as a 
hotel was completely burned o u t;.also the 
part occupied by Cooke & Son in the upper 
story and the rear portion of the main and 
basement floors and the balcony were en­ 
tirely demoralized and ruined in putting out 
the fire. 
The Pioneer Box Factory building 
on the corner being of brick and covered 
with a tin roof, was so carefully guarded and 
kept under a ?hower of water from the hose 
th at it escaped any serious injury, the fire 
not getting inside except once when a base­ 
ment door was driven open from the force of 
a stream th at was being sent against it. 
The 
door was 30on closed again by two employes 
of the place, who then took a shop hose and 
put out the tire which had got started in the 
shavings and materials inside. 
This building 
contained all the machinery now in use, and 
the principal works of Cooke Sc Son, so th at 
they will not be interrupted in their box 
business. 
Their building on M street, next 
back of tliis brick building, is completely 
burned out. and all the stock and machinery 
stored in it is destroyed. 
The planing mill 
was sided and roofed w ith corrugated iron, 
but was badly burned out and the machinery 
injured to quite an extent. 
Notwithstanding the almost unexampled 
activity aud efficient work of the Fire De­ 
partm ent and the force at the railroad engine, 
it is believed th at with the terrific wind pre­ 
vailing at the time nothing could have pre­ 
vented much more disastrous results had not 
the high brick walls of the Pioneer Factory 
largely hemmed in the burning materials 
from blowing across M street into the Friend 
A Terry Lumber Company’s yards, and the 
aid rendered by the iron sides and roof of the 
planing mill in keeping the flames from lap­ 
ping over the alley into N. L. Draw’s and 
the Sacramento Lumber Company’s yards on 
the east side. 
LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 
The estim ated loss to the several owners 
and the insurance upon the property burned 
is as-follows: 
Robert Anderson, loss upon 
building about $4,000 ; insurance in the Im ­ 
perial, London. N orthern and Queen, $2,000 
(Sweetser & Alsip agents). Cooke & Son’s loss 
is from $3,500 to $4,000, upon which they 
have insurance of $1,500 in the N orth Ger­ 
man (H. Hansche agent), $1,530 in the Com­ 
mercial of San Francisco (A. Leonard agent) 
and $500 in the Union Insurance Company 
(E. Cadwaladev agent). 
G. B. Corrado, loss 
upon furniture and fixtures in the Hotel 
D 'ltalia, §1,500; no insurance. 
The Elwell 
estate, loss upon planing-mill building about 
$1.200; insured for $1,200 iu the South 
British (P. I,. Hickman agent). 
George B.

There is nothing positively known as to 
how this fire occurred, but it is thought quite 
possible th at it caught from a brick oven 
back of the hotel, as it originated at or. near 
where it was located. 
ANOTHER FIRE 
Occurred 
about 
haif-past 4 on 
Sunday 
morning in the alley between M and N, 
N inth and Tenth streets, in a small wooden 
stable in the rear of 915 N street. 
An alarm 
was turned in by officer Frazeefrom box 41. 
The wind was still blowing a gale when this 
fire was 
discovered. 
Opposite 
was the 
large stable of Dr. Nixon, and just beyond, 
the stable and residence of D r. Simmons. 
Those who first saw the fire and the manner 
in which the wind was blowing feared these 
buildings, and all upon the south half of the 
square, were fated|to be swept away. 
The 
barn, however, which was on fire, was of 
such light material th at it burned down 
quickly, and under the management of the 
fire departm ent the other buildings were pre­ 
vented from taking fire. 
In the stable were 
two horses, both of which were burned to 
death. 
The stable and horses belonged to George 
and Clayton BrogaD, two boys who are car­ 
riers upon the R ecord U n io n. Both of their 
horses were considered especially valuable to 
them, as they were trained and familiar with 
the route. Besides the horses and stable, they 
lost their saddles and other accouterments, 
amounting in all to about $300, and upon 
which thers was no insurance. 
The fire was 
the 
WORK OF AN INCENDIARY, 
And it is the belief in the neighberhood th at 
it was set with the expectation th at it would 
bnrn many adjoining buildings, owing to the 
state of the wind, and th at the object was 
plunder. 
The tire was set on the outside of 
the barn, immediately at'the horses’ heads, 
and burned through and smothered them be­ 
fore any one reached them. 
U pon all morn­ 
ings except Sundays the horses are taken out 
by their owners about 4 o’clock for the route 
work of delivering papers. 
And if the boys 
overslept on any morning except Sundays 
the horses would paw and whinny until their 
masters came. 
They understood when it wa3 
Sunday, however strange it may seem, and 
observed silence at all times on the Sabbath, 
knowing by some method of theirs th at no 
papers were delivered th at day. 
Y esterday 
morning, however, the boys were awakened 
by tbe horses pawing and apparently notify­ 
ing their owners to get up. 
Upon hearing it 
they got up immediately and saw the fire, but 
before they could reach the barn their ponies 
had both fallen down suffocated and could 
not be r e s c u e d . ______

spring trade show a diversity of style and 
design, as well as a great variety of novelties, 
th at makes it difficult to give any very de­ 
finite idea of what t.he prevailing mode is to 
be. 
The result will be an opportunity for the 
display of individual taste in the selection of 
a spring and summer outfit. 
The tints and colorings th at have been de­ 
cided on are, first of .all, steel color, which 
wiil be the color par exedknee when mixed 
with scarlet. 
The coaching drabs will also 
retain favor in the three principal tints, the 
lightest being almost a cream, and the darkest 
nearly a slate color. 
Cafe au lait and ecru ; bronze, sage and 
bottle green, eulphur and lemon, yellow, 
amber, Vandyke red, reseda (m ignonettered), 
navy blue shading, more toward indigo than 
p u rp le; lilac, candor and the olive tints. 
These are seen in all the new millinery and. 
dress goods. 
The patterns of dress fabrics are principally 
plaids. 
Stripes will also be much worn, 
especially, tho bayadere or horizontal stripe. 
Tiiese and the vertical striped fabrics are to 
be used for trimmings, as sashes, waist trim ­ 
mings, flounces, etc., in combination with 
plain m aterials of the prevailing color.

For low and medium priced dress goods, 
the new lace buntings will be quite popular; 
they come in all the new colors. 
Camel’s hair, armure, damassee. chuddas, 
light cloth and serges will also be used in 
combination with the figured goods, or will 
be made into entire suits, with pleatings, etc., 
of the same. 
spring bonnets and m illin ery. 
The size of bonnets for the coming season 
will be both very large and very small. 
The 
“ Capote” of last season, which now comes in 
Tuscan braid, or open patterned straw lace, 
will have a short reign during the spring; 
but all indie »tions point to the large “ Poke” 
bonnets, and picturesque large, round hats in 
porcupine braid, as most likely to be the 
greatest favorites. 
The introduction of handsome face trim ­ 
mings m*ke these very becoming styles, 
especially for yourg ladies. 
. 
Large Leghorn and Tuscan straw hats are 
bent in all shapes, and mixed with various 
laces, straws and braids, for crowns, edgings 
or other trimmings. 
A “ Princes*” poke bonnet, in M ilan straw 
aud chip, is meeting with decided favor. 
A 
bunch of large, crushed roses is placed on the 
left tile ; the crown is trim m ed w ith wide 
fancy ribbon, which is continued under the 
chin, and tied in a large, double bow, witb 
ends 
For picnic and shade hats, the “ Tahoe,” 
in black, brown or mixed straw, a modified 
gypsy shape, will be greatly w orn; it is 
trim m ed with ribbon bows, and has a bunch 
of flowers, in shaded tints, on the left Bide. 
I t is to be worn without strings. 
The latest Parisian novelty is a bonnet, 
w ith a fan to correspond ; and other bonnets, 
with fancy pockets for holding pocket book 
or handkerchief, to be carried in the hand or 
attached to the belt. 
These pockets and fans 
are made of the silk or other m aterial com­ 
posing the bonnet, and trimmed to correspond 
w ith flowers, silk embroidery or ribbons.

patterus. 
These come in very dark, rich 
colors, of strange combinations, th at are 
very handsome for trim m ing creamy yellow 
braids. 
A very pretty shaded effect is given by 
having the shades extend entirely across the 
fabric, thus fr m selvedge to selvedge many 
shades are used by the m anufacturers. 
There will also be used wide, plain and 
fancy colored ribbons, straw laces, steel 
dotted and threaded, fancy straws of all kinds, 
plaited laces, and the favorite Spanish lace. 
On the largest shapes, long ostrich plumes 
are the prevailing giruitures of the new 
bonnets.

Steel grass is often used in this way also.

DOMESTIC NEW S. 


The Mof-m in the N orthw est. 
C hicago, March 12th.—Once more traína 
are blocked in every direction by snow. The 
freight business is entirely suspended, 
and passenger trains are all late, those 
nearest on time being two hours behind. In 
the city the snow waa not deep, but wet and 
heavy. Outside, it seems to have been four 
to twelve inches deep, and to have extended 
west into Nebraska, east inte Indiana, north 
as far aa Minnesota, and south aa far as the 
southern portion of this State. 
O m aha (Neb.), March 12th.—The snow­ 
fall here last night was two inchess and fur­ 
ther west four inches fell. The high water 
caused by recent rain and thaws still con­ 
tinues throughout the Platte valley, and the 
country íb flooded with surface water from 
three to fifteen inches deep. 
Travel has 
been abandoned on the eastern division of 
the Union Pacific since yesterday, and it is 
difficult to tell when it will be resumed. 
Mallone'» T erm s. 
C hicago, March 12th.— The Journal's 
Washington special says: It is known au­ 
thoritatively that the proposition of Senator 
Mahone is this : lie will Bupport George C. 
Gorham if nominated by the Republicans 
for Secretary of the Senate, and vote with 
the Republicans to organize the committees, 
if the Republicans will agree to support one 
of his friends from Virginia for Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the Senate. Mahone says that with 
proper support he can secure the election of 
an independent Democrat like himself to the 
Senate, two years hence, in place of Senator 
Johnson, and that the patronage of the 
Sergeant-at* Arms’ office will be a material 
assistance in gaining his point. _ Unless some 
such arrangement is entered into, Senator 
Mahone will take no part in the struggle 
going on between Republicans and Demo­ 
crats, and the latter will then Bucceed in se­ 
curing tha organisation. There are some 
Republicans who do not want to make any 
arrangement or compromise, and protest 
against being required to vote for a Demo­ 
crat as Sergeant-at-Arms, even though he is 
a political follower of Mahone. It is now a 
question whether Republicans with these 
feelings will yield to the wishes of the ma­ 
jority. Unless they do, all hope of securing 
the control of the Senate must be abandoned. 
W hat It M ean». 
N ew Y o rk , March 12th.—The Herald's 
Boston special says of the proposed dinner to 
Carl Schurz: The dinner has a peculiar 
significance at this time. There is a large­ 
sized cat in the meal, whose presence there 
the gentlemen managing it are anxious to 
conceal. The banquet is not a sentimental 
affair by any means. It is rather a practical, 
palpable political movement, which may lead 
to some ugly complications in the next guber­ 
natorial campaign. Whatever pretense the 
gentlemen who started it may advance, there 
can be only one construction upon their 
action, and that is that the dinner will be a 
direct attack on Governor Long and the two 
Massachusetts Senators for their opposition 
to the Secretary’s Indian policy, especially 
in the Ponca matter. That seems to be the 
sum and substance of it. The stalwart ele­ 
ment of the party in Massachusetts, the men 
who made Long Governor in 1879, and who 
fought for the hero of Appomattox during 
the summer campaign, are thoroughly 
aroused. The dinner will be a sort of formal 
opening of the campaign against Governor 
Long and in favor of ex-Cbngreasman Henry 
L. Pieree, who still smarts under his defeat 
in 1879, and aspires to be the Chief Execu­ 
tive of the Commonwealth. 
M all» by th e Southern R oute. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 12th.—The Postoffice 
Department ha3 completed arrangements 
for extending railway mail service over the 
Southern Pacific and Arizona Railroad, from 
Tucson, Arizona, to Deming, New Mexico, a 
distance of 230 miles, and from Deming to 
Sorocco, New Mexico, over the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, a distance of 
about 100 miles. This connection completes 
continuous railway mail service from the East 
to the Pacific Coast, from Kansas City, Mo., 
by way of Santa Fe across the southern border 
of Arizona, and through California to San 
Francisco. The track of this connecting link 
was completed on the 10th, and the new 
through mail service will begin on the I8th 
inBtanl. It will enable the Department to 
forward mails from the Mississippi river to 
points in Southern Arizona and Southern 
California Beveral days sooner than hereto­ 
fore. The completion of the road between 
Deming and Tucson opens an additional line 
for traffic and travel between St. Louis and 
the Pacific Coast. 
H onoring G eneral H ancock. 
N ew Y o rk , March 1.2th.—A brilliant as­ 
sembly of prominent Democrats and leading 
merchants and bankers assembled to-night at 
the Manhattan Club to attend the dinner 
given in honor of General Winfield Scott 
Hancock. The rooms were decorated with 
flowers. A. J. Vanderpool, President of the 
Club, sat at the bead of the table, with the 
guest of the evening on his right. Seated 
around the same table were Clarkson N. 
Potter, August Belmont, Mantón Marble, 
ex-Governor John T. Hoffman, ex-Mayor 
Cooper, Abraham S. Hewitt, General Geo. 
B. McClellan, General Fitz John Porter, 
President Babcock, of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, W. H. Hnrlburt, S. S. Cox and Au­ 
gustus Schell. The Chairman proposed 
“ The Health of General Hancock,” which 
was drunk with cheers. When the Gen­ 
eral rose to reply he was greeted 
with another round of cheers. 
He 
thanked them for the honor conferred on him, 
and although the question as to his candidacy 
for the highest office in the gift of the people 
was a closed one, he still maintained the prin­ 
ciples which governed him when he accepted 
the nomination at the hands of the Cincinnati 
Convention, which principles, he hoped, 
would soon prevail, as, in his opinion, they 
would operate for the best interests of the 
country. Ia regard to the canvass he had no 
fault to find, and had nothing to retract from 
what he had said. Commending the princi­ 
ples of the party he represented, he again 
thanked the Club and took his seat, which 
was the signal for another outburst of cheers. 
President Vanderpool announced that three 
distinguished guests were expected to be pres­ 
ent, bnt were unable to attend, owing to ill­ 
ness. He referred to ex-Governor S. J. Ti’- 
den, Speaker S. J. Randall and Mayor Grace. 
Other speeches were made in response to 
toasts, and the distinguished company separ­ 
ated at an early hour. 
T he T ram p F inished. 
New Y ork, March I2th.—The so-called in­ 
ternational pedestrian tournament is at an 
end. O’Leary retired at 8 o’clock, with 450 
miles to his credit, and Vangban, withdraw­ 
ing later in the evening, has completed 461 
miles, 2 laps and 165 yards. 
D isastrous F ire In M assarhuaetlg. 
W a k e fie ld (Mass.), March 12th.—About 
1 o’clock this morning a fire broke out in the 
new choir-room of the Wakefield Rattan 
Works, and Boon spread to the large four- 
story building used as a basket and chair 
store-room, which was quickly destroyed. 
The flames then attacked a large f jur-s ory 
frame building, occupied as a weaving-room in 
the first Btory, with chair-room overhead, and 
the building was soon in ruins. The loss will 
probably reach $500,000. Nearly one thousand 
employes are out of work. Five storehouses 
and machine and carpenter shops were burned. 
The loss is partially covered by insurance. 
The insurance is $334,000, divided among 
seventy-two companies.

New York, March lltb.—The steamer 
Willamette, the pioneer vessel of the Oregon 
I m p r o v e m e n t Company, arrived from Roach 
& Sons’ ship building yards. Chester, yester­ 
day, and is now lying at Roach & Sons Works 
East River. She is built of iron with five 
water tight compartments, is a water-ballast 
Yyfffr 340 feet long, 38 feet beam, and 26 


f^et depth of hold. She is to carry coal only. 
Her carrying capacity is 3,000 tons. She is 
the first vessel of four now under course of 
construction at Chester, and will run between 
Seattle, Washington Territory, and San 
Francisco.

N ew Y o rk , March 12tb.—At 9 o’clock to­ 
day four men drove up to the residence of 
Miss Elizabeth Roberts, 100 Second place, 
Brooklyn, rang the bell, entered the house, 
bound and gagged Miss Roberts, and in nine­ 
teen minutes drove away with $3,o00, of 
which 83,000 were in bonds that they had 
compelled her, at the mouth of a pistol, to 
take from her bosom. The rest was jewelry. 
They threatened to return and murder the 
woman if she made any outcry. 
C anada P acific R ailw ay . 
W innipeg, March 12th.—Trains loaded 
with rails and other materials for the con­ 
struction of the Canada Pacific between here 
and the Rocky mountains are already cross­ 
ing the Red river. The Chief Engineer is 
General Rosser, who commanded a brigade 
in Lee’s army. He says the length of the 
road to bs built during the approaching sea­ 
son will be only limited by the extent of facil­ 
ities for conveying the ties, rails and iron 
westward, the country being almost entire 
prairie.

The French Government has decided to 
establish a blockade on the French side of 
Andora, in consequence of the inhabitants 
disregarding the good advice of France and 
Spain. 
The ship James Drummond, for San Fran­ 
cisco from New York, while proceeding to 
sea Saturday colided with a coal barge off 
the Battery, sinking the latter. No lives 
were lost. The ship was uninjured. 
Harry Genet, one of the convicted Tweed 
ring, was sentenced in New York Saturday 
to the penitentiary for eight mouths and to 
pay a fine of 89,604. and to stand committed 
until the fine is paid. 
Advices from Callao state that the ship 
Alexander McCallum arrived there with 
English coal on board, but finding the duty 
imposed by the Chilean port authorities to 
be prohibitory (11 shillings 3 pence per ton), 
she was ordered to proceed to San 
Francisco. The object of this excessive duty 
is to force the consumption of Chile coal, 
which is admitted duty free. 
The New York World Bays : At the next 
meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
World’s Fair Commission, which will be held 
on Wednesday next, there will probably be 
decided the question whether the fair will 
take place as has been proposed or will be 
abandoned. 
Oscar Babceck, who mysteriously disap­ 
peared from his home in California last Octo­ 
ber, and who was fonnd at Washington on 
Friday night, where he has been living re­ 
cently in a state of great destitution under 
the name of Austin Bartruss, started back to 
California with his uncle, J. W. Clark, on 
Saturday night. 
The contract to furnish one passenger and 
two freight elvators for the new Appraiser’s 
building at San Francisco has been awarded 
by the Treasury Department to Otis Brothers 
of New York, at the total cost of $15,000. 
Work is to be performed immediately. 
Lord Beaconsfield hearing that the sale of 
“ Endymion ” was lets than was expected, 
offered the Longmans to cancel the agree­ 
ment under which they pay £10,000 for the 
novel, and accept half the profit instead. 
The Longmans declined the offer with 
thanks, saying that they expected to recom­ 
pense themselves by the sale of a cheap 
edition. Their loss so far is £3,000. Circu­ 
lating libraries are selling copies at half 
price. 
Lord Rosebery has given a commission to 
Boehm to execute in marble, from a well 
known model, a statue of Carlyle.

Frederick Charles of Prussia has been sub- 
penaed to give evidence in a libel case, which 
will come on in a few days. 


FASHION^ FOR MEN. 
The tables of tailors are laden with the 
newest goods, and the mandate has gone 
forth that there is to be an approach to 
more plainness of style. Nothing that may 
be called loud is to be tolerated. As to 
materials in imported goods, English and 
Scotch suitings are to be plentitul. The 
latest samples show great varieties of Mel­ 
tons, woolens, Scotch cheviots, basket 
goods and diagonals. Meltons are in all 
colors, and there are many styles of mixed 
goods from which to choose. 
The colors are to be generally more som­ 
ber, and certainly not so pronounced as 
heretofore. Among the mixed goods are 
some red and black, and with the novelties 
may be seen what is called an olive green. 
The green is a delicate shade, and barely 
distinguishable, and not to offend the most 
stanch Tory. 
In regard to shapes there is to be a wide 
margin to suit the most varied tastes. 
Tailors agree that there is at present a good 
deal of individual sovereignty in dress. A 
man with thin legs will not usually hold 
himself up to ridicule by wearing the old- 
fashioned tight pantaloons they used to 
call “ gun-covers.” Fashions are becom­ 
ing more and more elastic, and the time 
has gone by when any fashion-plate will be 
made an iron rule for men. Single-breasted 
cutaways are to be worn, with an occa­ 
sional three or four button cutaway where 
the wearer rebels against one button only. 
In spring overcoats the prevailing style is 
loose, buttoned up higb, with a tendency to 
roll over the collars so as to show the 
silk lining and give it a stylish appear­ 
ance. Prince Albert coats are to be a 
leading feature, buttoned up high in the 
neck. The vest will be high, without col­ 
lar. Some of the young fellows show a 
disposition to rebel against the Prince 
Albert coats as better fitted for more 
elderly persons. Coats for business suits 
are to be made with small rolling collars to 
a great extent. Trousers are to be worn 
rather close-fitting to the form of the legs, 
the bottoms small and shapely. Young 
men who aspire to lead the fashion favor 
tight trousers. The tightness, however, 
will not be carried to an extreme. 
Tailors say that a custom is rapidly 
spreading among fashionable men to leave 
orders for clothing w ith merely general in­ 
structions to “ make it up according to the 
latest style.” This leaves it to the cut­ 
ter’s option or his knowledge of the spec- 
cial tastes of his customers to modify the 
style to suit particular cases. For exact 
or extreme fashions there is a tendency to 
short coats as well as to tight trowsers, so 
that the young men who follow the latest 
styles will prtsent a very natty appear­ 
ance. All coats are to be made shorter. 
There is little change in dress suits, ex­ 
cept a tendency to make the coats shorter. 
The fact is that so few men can afford to 
wear out a dress coat in a short time that 
there is positive and effectual rebellion 
against any sudden or frequent changes 
in that respect. 
Besides the olive green referred to 
there are among tne novel colors blue olive 
mixed, brown and olive, and other novel 
combinations of shades. Business snits 
for summer wear are to be made of bine 
Scotch cheviots in skeleton form, rather 
tighter fitting than last year. As usual, 
most of their imported goods are imitated 
skillfully in cheaper qualities. A suit that 
costs 850 at a fashionable tailor’s may be 
bought for $15 in the cheap store. There 
is a great rush for clothes made to order at 
law rates, and many low-priced establish­ 
ments have sprung up all over the city, 


Its Constitutionality to be Tested In the 
Supreme Court 
[S. F. Call, March 13th.) 
A petition for a writ of prohibition was 
heard yesterday in the Supreme Court in 
the case of W . W. Camron against D. M. 
Kenfield, Controller of State, and John 
Weil, Treasurer. The petition sets forth 
that at a session of the Legislature held 
during January and February, March and 
April, 18S0, a bill was introduced entitled 
“An Act to promote drainage,” and duly 
passed by the Senate and Assembly and ap­ 
proved by the Governor. Petitioner al­ 
leges that the Act embraces many subjects 
not expressed in its title ; that it delegates 
to a special commission power to levy 
taxes, to make municipal improvements 
and to perform other municipal functions ; 
that it levies a special tax upon all the tax­ 
able property in the State ; that it levies 
assessments upon private property within 
special districts for local purposes—a 
special tax for a special purpose ; that it is 
a special law for the assessment and collec 
tion of taxes ; that it attempts to confer 
the power of eminent domam upon a body 
not competent to exercise it; that it makes 
a special provision for the auditing of 
claims arising under i t ; that it discrim­ 
inates against Chinese or Mongolians, so as 
to deprive them of the equal protection of 
the law ; that it provides a system of tax 
ation which is not uniform or equal. For 
the foregoing reasons and many others said 
Act is wholly unconstitntional and void 
That under the Act a public corporation 
for municipal purposes, designated Drain­ 
age District No. 1, was created, embracing 
all that part of the State drained by the 
Sacramento river and its tributaries. That 
under the Act 
A SPECIAL TAX 
Of one-twentieth of one per cent, was lev­ 
ied on all the taxable property of the State, 
and-a special revenue amounting to $293,­ 
120 was collected ; also a special tax was 
levied in a certain portion of the State— 
Drainage District No. 1—which amounts 
to $50,331 ; and also a further Bpecial tax, 
or assessment, was levied and collected 
upon the use of water by miners engaged 
in hydraulic mining within said district, 
amounting to $50,171, all of which sums 
were paid into the State treasury to the 
credit of certain funds designated in said 
Act—the State drainage construction fund 
and construction fund of Drainage District 
No. 1—all of which taxes were wrongfully 
and unlawfully levied and collected. That 
in further pursuance of the Act aforesaid, 
on the 10th day of June,. 1SS0, W. H. 
Parks, W. F. Knox and Niles Searles were 
appointed a special Commission, designated 
the Board of Directors of Drainage District 
No. 1, organized as aforesaid, and there­ 
after they entered upon the execution of 
certain plans of works involving the con­ 
struction of dams across the Yuba and 
Bear rivers, tributary to the Sacramento 
river ; also involving the construction of 
levees along the Saci amento and other 
rivers. That in the prosecution of said 
works, and otherwise, large sums of money 
were expended, amounting on the 2Gth day 
of December, 1S80, to the sums and for 
the pui poses following, as appears by the 
official report of said Directors for the year 
1S80:

CLAIMS AGAINST THE STATE. 
And since the date aforesaid claims have 
arisen and have been presented against the 
said State under said Act, and in conse­ 
quence of the work aforesaid and of the 
acts of said Board, amounting, as your 
petitioner is informed and believes, and 
therefore alleges, to about the further sum 
of $120,000, and that the said expenditure 
and liabilities were wrongfully and unlaw­ 
fully made and incurred. 
The petition further alleges that the 
Controller intends issuing warrants on the 
Treasurer, paying the same for amounts 
exceeding $100,000 in excess of the $363,­ 
188 40 which they have already “ wrong­ 
fully and unlawfully ” drawn and paid. 
The object of the petition is thus set 
forth : That the circumstances which, in 
the opinion of your petitioner, render it 
proper that the writ of prohibition here­ 
after prayed for should issue originally 
from this honorable Court, and not from 
any other Court, are that the questions 
herein involved are of great public import­ 
ance, affecting all the people of the State, 
and particularly the public officers herein 
named as respondents, who are desirous of 
being advised of their official duties in the 
premises; that the time for levying the 
taxes for the thirty-third fiscal year will 
soon arrive, and it is a matter of urgency 
that the constitutionality of the said Act 
be determined before that date, so that if 
the said Act be found to be unconstitu­ 
tional, the taxpayers of the State may not 
be burdened with the taxes thereby im­ 
posed, which would amount to the sum of 
about $400,000 annually ; 
that by 
the , terms of 
the said Act the 
claims arising 
thereunder 
may be 
paid from the funds obtained from 
the revenue of the year beginning on the 
23d day of April, or in case such funds be 
exhausted said claims may be paid from 
any other money in the State Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to an amount equal 
to the estimated revenue to be raised under 
said Act for the year next ensuing ; and as 
the next current year will soon begin, when 
the claims then unpaid to an amount which, 
as your petitioner is informed and believes 
and so alleges, will be equal to about the 
sum of several hundred thousand dollars, 
will, unless this writ is issued, be payable 
and will be paid ; and if the writ should be 
issued from the Superior Court in the first 
instance, an appeal would be taken to this 
Court in any event, so that there would be 
a great delay and waste of time. 
The writ is to enjoin the Controller and 
Treasurer from drawing and cashing de­ 
mands for work similar to that set forth in 
the petition, on account of debts contracted 
by the Drainage Commission, and still out; 
standing. Alter a long argument it was 
ordered that an alternative writ of prohibi­ 
tion issue, returnable Friday, March 18th, 
at 10 o’clock. Motion of petitioner for a 
restraining order was continued until Mon­ 
day, March 14th.
